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Vacation pot smokers should beware back home

A visitor to Colorado or Washington can 
enjoy all sorts of fine legal activities in those 
states. Ski. Hike. Drink local beer. Eat local 
food. Take a scenic drive on a twisting moun- 
tain highway Smoke pot. 

But only one of those pastimes might get a 
traveler in trouble when he or she gets back 
home— and it’s not the scenic drive. 

Softening attitudes about marijuana have 
created new avenues for tourism but also cre- 
ated a quandary for travelers: %s, you are free 
to smoke or eat weed in Colorado and Wash- 
ington. But should you face a drug screening 
back home, that perfectly legal activity a few 
states over suddenly doesn’t seem quite as legal. 

‘An employer is very much empowered 
to fire you for any trace of marijuana in your 
urine regardless of where it comes from,” said 
Erik Altieri, spokesman for the National Or- 
ganization for the Reform of Marijuana Laws. 
‘All it takes is for your employer to call you in 
for random drug test after that trip to Aspen, 


and you could lose your job.” 

Alter! said he has heard of “about a dozen” 
people who have lost a job in such a scenario, 
but he did not provide further details. 

Though attitudes about marijuana are 
changing rapidly— Oregon and Alaska have 
approved recreational use, and five more 
states will put the matter before voters in 
2016— an obvious disconnect is growing be- 
tween updated laws and antiquated ideas. 

Courts still are in the early stages of hash- 
ing out the matter. In October, the Colorado 
Supreme Court took up the issue of whether 
a man’s legal use of medicinal marijuana could 
be grounds for his employer. Dish Network, 
to fire him in 2010. 

Though the case weighs the issue of medic- 
inal consumption, it could be a bellwether on 
whether legal recreational use also is protect- 
ed, at least in Colorado. Though the man fired 
by Dish Network, Brandon Coats, insists he 
was never high at work, traces of pot can re- 
main in the system for weeks, which led to his 


positive test result. 

Therein lies the issue for travelers: What was 
legally done two weeks ago can remain in the 
body Unlike alcohol testing, most drug tests do 
not necessarily indicate present impairment. 

“I don’t think the 55 percent of voters that 
supported decriminalization thought their 
jobs would be at risk for their legal behavior,” 
said Rachel Gillette, a Lafayette, Colo., attor- 
ney whose practice focuses on marijuana law 
“The intent and will of the voters was to say 
that this is a lawful activity” 

Gillette, who also is the executive director 
of Colorado NORML, said she hears “every 
couple of months” from out-of-state residents 
who have lost their jobs after smoking legally 
in Colorado. 

“People need to be very aware of their em- 
ployer’s drug-testing policy before they come 
to Colorado and partake,” she said. “Most 
people probably haven’t read it for a while, 
and maybe they need to.” 

Cleve Clinton, a lawyer with the Dallas of- 


fice of Gray Reed & McGraw, said legality is 
no protection against an employer’s decisions 
about hiring and firing. A business owner can 
discriminate against people who drink orange 
juice or own cats just as well as a person who 
fails a drug test. 

While the fist includes protections for age, 
race, gender and refigion among others, it 
does not include pot smokers— and probably 
never will. More likely, time and changing at- 
titudes will iron out the discrepancy Just look 
at the speed with which same-sex marriage 
became a mainstream cause. 

In the meantime, travelers need to be aware 
that what happens in Colorado and Washing- 
ton doesn’t necessarily stay in Colorado and 
Washington. 

“I completely understand an employer 
wanting to know if someone is impaired at 
work,” said Gillette, the Colorado lawyer. 
“But it just doesn’t make sense to fire an em- 
ployee for legally smoking a joint two weeks 
ago at a concert in Colorado.”

Final days of early voting

With less than a week until the city election, about 
61 percent as many Chicago voters have cast early 
ballots as did in the run-up to Election Day in the 
2011 mayoral race. 

By the end of Tuesday, 44,860 Chicago voters 
had voted early around the city, according to the 
Chicago Board of Election Commissioners. That 
compares with 73,268 early ballots cast before the 
February 2011 election when Rahm Emanuel won 
his first term as mayor. 

Things may pick up in the last few days of early 
voting, which runs through Saturday There were 


7,259 ballots cast Tuesday, the ninth day of early vot- 
ing, according to the election board. 

Early voting and mail-in voting increasingly have 
become a focus for campaigns as they get better 
at identifying likely supporters and try to get their 
votes locked up rather than wait for Election Day, 
when bad weather, busy schedules or long lines at 
the polls might deter people from casting ballots. 

Early voting will be offered through Saturday at 
51 sites, according to the Chicago Board of Election 
Commissioners. All the locations are open from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. The locations are listed at Chicago 
elections.com.

Two homicides, both on the South Side, 
were reported in Chicago in the past week, 
a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data 
found, bringing the city’s total number of 
homicides to 43 for the year, as ofWednes- 
day afternoon. 

That’s up from 35 homicides at this time 
last year, according to RedEye data. 

On Sunday, a 22-year-old man was shot to 
death in what was likely a gang-related at- 
tack in West Englewood, police said. 

One day earlier, a 31-year-old man was 
found beaten to death in Roseland, ac- 
cording to officials. Police say they have 
not determined a motive in that killing. No 
one had been arrested in either case, as of 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Roseland has four reported homicides 
for the year, tied with North Lawndale on 
the West Side for the most homicides. 

In January there was an average of one 
homicide a day according to RedEye data. 
This month, ii homicides have been re- 
ported. Police spokesman Martin Maloney 
credited the slowdown to partnering with 
residents and community leaders, putting 
more officers on the street in high-crime 
areas and intervening in gang conflicts.

Diets worldwide are worsening 


There may be more fruit, vegetables and 
healthy options available than ever before, 
but the world is mostly hungry for junk food, 
according to a study of eating habits in nearly 
190 countries. 

International researchers combed through 
more than 320 self-reported diet surveys 
from 1990 to 2010 and looked at how often 
people said they ate 17 common foods, drinks 
and nutrients including healthy choices like 
fruits, vegetables and fish and unhealthier al- 


ternatives like salt, processed meat and sugary 
drinks. 

Experts found that even though people are 
eating more healthy foods including whole 
grains and fish, there has been an even bigger 
jump in the amount of junk food eaten. The 
study was paid for by the Bill & Melinda Gates 
Foundation and Britain’s Medical Research 
Council and was published online Thursday 
in the journal Lancet Global Health, as part 
of an obesity series.

HOW 3 CHICAGO AUTHORS 
JUMPSTARTED THEIR 
LITERARY EFFORTS

FIFTY-THOUSAND WORDS. 

That’s the rough equivalent of 20 five-page college 
term papers furiously written the night before they 
were due. Thousands of Chicago writers— profes- 
sional and amateur alike— sign up every November 
for National Novel Writing Month (NaNoWriMo), 
or 30 days of motivation, collaboration and coffee 
at scheduled “write-ins.” Don’t think, just write. 
The target is a 50,000-word book — or at least a 
first draft— and bragging rights. 

And after November gives these projects life, the 
rest of the year is for editing and reworking. RedEye 
caught up with three very different NaNoWiiMo 
writers to talk process, inspiration and how their 
most recent novels are coming along in the after-

A self-described “military brat,” Eric Hendrix- 
son was never in one place for long as a kid. 
Born on base in England, he shuffled between 
states and countries so many times that he 
developed a sense of humor about the whole 
thing— because really what could be more ab- 
surd than attending a half-dozen junior high 
schools? 

Turns out, quite a bit. Absurdity is Hendrix- 
son’s bread and butter— he’s a “bizarro” writer. 

What’s bizarro? 

“Remember back when there were video 
stores?” he asked. ‘And there would be a sec- 
tion called ‘cult films’? [Bizarro] is the literary 
equivalent of the cult section. There are lots 
of different types of bizarro fiction, but what 
they all share is this commitment to weird- 
ness.” 

To get a sense of Hendrrxson’s weirdness, 
look no further than his first novel, “Bucket 
of Face.” The book, developed from his third 
NaNoWrlMo attempt, centers on a Michael 


Jackson-impersonating hit-tomato that tor- 
tures and kills people while dancing to “Thrill- 
er” and “Billyjean.” 

“1 stiU get comments,” he said. ‘A couple 
weeks ago ... someone asked me what kinds of 
drugs I’m on when I’m writing this stuff” 

Eraserhead Press, an independent pub- 
lisher of bizarro fiction, released “Bucket of 
Face” in 2010 and since then has included a 
story of Hendrixson’s in a published anthol- 
ogy The 40-year-old Hyde Park resident is 
now working on the second draft of his 2014 
NaNoWriMo effort, titled “Precious Blood 
of the Lamb.” Hendrixson’s editor already 
has seen the project, and Eraserhead plans 
to publish the novel this year. 

“First drafts are always bad,” he said. “You 
just have to accept that about writing. There’s 
nothing magical about 50,000 words, but if 
you treat it as if it were magical, then you’re 
free to come up with all kinds of ideas and 
connections.”

Julianne Queensen has finished a novel ev- 
ery November since 2011. If anyone has a 
NaNoWriMo success story (or four), it’s her. 

She admitted that her first effort didn’t 
have a ton of structure, and that she didn’t 
care too much for the second and third. But 
it’s the fourth and most recent project— 
“The Recollection,” a creepy story about 
a woman looking for her family’s history 
in Alaska— that gives Queensen a sense of 
pride. 

“Now that I’ve had three years of prac- 
tice,” she joked. 

The Columbia College Chicago senior 
and Bucktown resident gave NaNoWriMo 
a try during the fall of her freshman year 
because she “needed more friends” and has 
been hooked ever since. She’s especially ob- 
sessed with “word wars,” a NaNoWriMo 
staple. These battles take place either online 


or at planned write-ins and involve writ- 
ers typing as quickly as possible for a 10- or 
15-minute block. 

“You write as fast as you can— you don’t 
think about it,” Queensen said. ‘And whoev- 
er has the most words at the end wins some- 
thing or bragging rights. ... Honestly, I could 
not complete this if I didn’t have word wars. 
I just need to be able to destroy somebody 
with words.” 

Although she’s in the midst of editing and 
reworking the end of “The Recollection,” 
the 22-year-old has no plans to become a 
writer after her May graduation. The film 
major says she’s more drawn to the visual, 
and her dream job would be in a graphic ef- 
fects studio. Still, she doesn’t think that will 
stop her from hitting her next 50,000. 

“I don’t intend to stop writing just be- 
cause my job is something else,” she said.

“I tried to count at one point,” she said. “{In 
the] 30, 60s, I don’t know” 

The Waukegan native favors fantasy and 
has a flair for the dramatic. Shipley wrote 
her first series when she was 16 and has been 
cranking out novellas ever since. In 2013, 
she self-pubhshed her first book, “The Swan 
Prince,” the first in her “Wilderhark Tales” 
series. In December, she released “The Sun’s 
Revival,” the fifth book in the eight-book se- 
ries. For the math-impaired, that’s five books 
in less than two years. 

“The Wilderhark Tales” are fairytale mash- 
ups — the first combines a dash of “Beauty and 
the Beast” with Hans Christian Andersen’s 
“The WQd Swans.” These hypothetical retell- 
ings have been Shipley’s sweet spot ever since 
her summer gig as a town crier at the Bristol 
Renaissance Faire in Kenosha, Wis. 

“There was a guy at the top of the gate 
fooling around who turned out to be Robin 


Hood,” she said, explaining the origin of her 
first NaNoWriMo project. “I was like, ‘What 
if there’s a renaissance fair where Robin 
Hood is actually Robin Hood?’ I just had to 
write it.” 

In 2014, the 26-year-old devoted her 
NaNoWriMo time to completing “The Sto- 
ry’s End,” the seventh “Wildehark” book, 
which she plans to pubfish in the fall. 

NaNoWriMo might seem unnecessary for 
someone who clearly doesn’t suffer from any 
sort of writer’s block, but in addition to lov- 
ing the camaraderie between authors (she met 
her now-best friend through NaNoWriMo), 
Shipley said the project puts writing at the top 
of her list. 

“It’s to make certain that I always prioritize 
writing if nothing else at least once a year,” she 
said. “Because it’s so easy to get distracted do- 
ing other things and say ‘Oh, I’ll get to it.’ And 
I know I will get to it, but it’s nice to be able to 
say, ‘Everything else can take a number. This 
month is for writing, first and foremost.’ ”

Blaedel has been voted the country’s most 
popular author four times. She spoke Monday 
to RedEye via phone from Atlanta, the first 
stop on her U.S. book tour.

On winning the Goiden Laurei award: 

I thought Jmy publisher and I] just went

They gave 
me flowers, I got a hug from the guy who 
said, “Congratulations, you won the Golden 
Laurel!” I was just dropping the flowers on the 
floor, I was so surprised. 

On putting her personai experiences in the 
series: Everybody was talking about {the 
character], “Oh, Camilla, you have to find a 
man, you have to be happy settle down.”

On the translation process: For the first time, 

I felt that both my editor and my agent were 
extremely committed ... to making the transla- 
tion as good as possible. ... It can be so frustrat- 
ing if you don’t have the language as your first 
language because in Japan, in South Korea, 
Budapest, I don’t have a chance to control it. 

On what drives her to write: I don’t have 
deadlines for my Danish publisher. They 
don’t say, “Tbu have to deliver once a year.” It’s 
much more myself who says, “I have to write 
noty otherwise I go crazy” 

On how her writing affects her: Some of the 
days when I’ve {been writing] a tough scene. 
I’m very affected so I can be really really sad or 
really really angry And sometimes, my son says 
... “Oh, Mom, did you kill somebody today?” 

On whether she’ll try to write in another 
genre: It will always be something in crime 
fiction. ... I don’t like to write sex scenes into 
my books. I do it, but I don’t enjoy it, so I will 
not be an erotica writer. ... And the research 
part, I cannot go out researching anything 
about love. I don’t know anything about love! 
Love is just something that happens.

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Catching up with the 
‘Gossip Girl’ star-turned 
aspiring musician

When “Gossip Girl” wrapped in 2012, Leigh- 
ton Meester left Blair Waldorf behind to 
pursue very un-Blair-like hobbies— a stint on 
Broadway’s “Of Mice and Men” and a career 
singing folk music. 

Oh, and she married Adam Brody— but we 
have a feeling Blair would support that choice. 

Last October the 28-year-old actress/singer 
released her debut album, “Heartstrings,” a 
self-funded collection of vulnerable lyrics de- 
livered via usually soft, occasionally soaring 
vocals. The performer talked to RedEye by 
phone before hitting the road on a seven-stop 
tour that lands in Chicago on Tuesday. 


How she describes her music: 

Oh, man. That’s the hardest question of all. 
It’s so hard to describe your thing. It’s got 
folk; it’s got an ethereal, dreamy electric 
sound, but there’s a lot of acoustic instrumen- 
tation. It’s really driven mostly by my lyrics 
and melody so it’s a singer-songwriter style. 

The most surreal thing about recording her 
own album: 

Writing is a wonderful release and cathartic 
in letting me unpack feelings about different 
experiences. ... The recording was really cool 
because we got in a studio with pre-produced 
songs and played them live with a band— 
which was great. Ultimately, at the end, I 
really love writing and I love performing. 
Now that the music is out there and it gets to 
live out of my computer, and people can hear 
it and see me perform, it’s just so fun. 


If she really, as some have reported, wears 
bodysuits under her clothes while 
performing: 

That’s somewhat true. I think I was skirting 
around saying I don’t like wearing bras. It 
inhibits breathing and movement. A lot of 
the time I’ll wear a bodysuit to keep it all in, 
you know? 

If she has any weird backstage requests: 

Not really If I go places that don’t have one. 
I’ll bring a tea kettle just so I can have warm 
hquids. I don’t really need much. I guess 
some wine or whiskey for my band. Besides 


that, really not much. That’s boring stuff. 
You’re like, “Do you do red M&Ms or not?” 

Her go-to karaoke song: 

I actually have a karaoke machine in my 
house. I’m looking at it right now I sing a lot 
of Loretta Lynn and Patsy Cline. Mind you, 

I do a lot of this by myself in the middle of 
the day That’s the danger of having a karaoke 
machine at your house— you do it all the 
time by yourself
